of a crop \ heavy snowfall during 
| the winter months which melted with 
; very little run-off has provided an 
ample supply of moisture to carry the 
crop well into the growing season 
| Work on low-lying lands has been dé 
| layed in some instances by the ‘pres 
|ence of water but this condition has 


been somewhat improved under the in- 
fluence of sun and wind during the 
past two weeks, 

Seeding of wheat is well alvanced 
,in the southern part of the province 
and fully 5@ per cent. of oats and bar- 
ley are in the ground. Early sown 
grain is already making a good show- 
jing. The aereage seeded to wheat, 
oats, barley and corn in this area, it 
is expected, will show little difference 
| from that in 1926. Losses of winter 
| wheat due to winter killing are esti- 
| mated at from 30 to 50 per cent. mn 
{southern and south-eastern districts. 
; Owing to the abundance of moisture, 
| soil drifting has been lighter than 
usual except in small, scattered areas 
| where re-seeding has been found neces. 
sary. 

Throughout the central part of the 
| province, seeding of wheat is from 75 
to 80 per cent completed, and the 
land is rapidly being put into shape 
| for the coarse grain crops. The large 
{amount of new land brought into cul- 
tivation last year will mean an in- 
creased acreage in many districts for 
the 1927 crop in spite of the reduced 
area of spring and fall plowed hanu 
ready for the drill. 

In the northern seetion of the proy- 
ince conditions are reported as very 
promising with seeding well advaneed 
in many districts, although in certain 
lower areas work has been delayed to 
some extent. No reduction in the 
acreage seeded to wheat is anticipated 
for this season in the Grande Prairie 
and Peace Rover districts, and in this 


belt as well as over the rest of the 
province, the outlook i® considered 
promising if warm growing weather 
continues, 

Reports from many districts in the 
eastern half of the province forecast 
a considerable increased acreage of 
sweet elover, alfalfa, corn and other 


| fodder crops, following the visits of 
| the forage crop cars which toured this 
area during the winter monthe,

Wheat Market 


EDMONTON—With the total wheat 
production ‘of all the grain-growing 
countries of the world at the three 
billion bushel mark, and with Cana- 
da’s production 400,000,000 bushels, an 
increased production of 10 per cent. 
by the other grain producing countries 
would make every grain market in the 
world independent of Canada, declared 
Dr. Robert Magill, secretary of the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange, and inter- 
nationally known wheat marketing ex- 
pert, when addressing he Board of 
Trade at the Macdonald Hotel Friday. 
POOL 'SAME AS ALL 
GRAIN COMPANIES . 

Dr. Magill also sated very plainiy 
and forcibly that the Alberta Wheat 
Pool was today operating on the graix 
exchange in precisely the same man- 
ner as other grain companies, dealing 
in futures, selling shori, and exercis- 
ing every privilege of a member of the 
exchange, exercising only its own judg- 
ment in its speculations. 

“Of the grain produced by the world, 
only 700,000,000 to 800,000,000 bushels 
enter into international trade, Of this 
amount Canada provides 300,000,000 
bushels,” he declared, “but an incréase 
of 10 per cent, in the world’s produc- 
tion is not unthinkable, and we must 
not lose our balance or sense of per- 
spective. The world did without our 
wheat until a few years ago, and the 


world may yet show us that she can } 


do so again.”

Springtime: “There ara not many 
gophers this Spring.?” The reason is 
because the females do not 
come out of their burroughs until after 
they have reared their young. Hence, 
only the males have been caught, or 
mostly males—yet the ‘young appeur 
in due season, showing us that it Is 
too late to trap the males, especially 
in late Spring. Is this true? 

Children, between ages of eight and 
fourteen, do most of the trapping, and 
do it before ahd after ‘school hours, 
when very often the weather is too 
cold and windy for results, 

If this bounty was continued during 
the whole season, the gophers would 
be eliminated in a couple of years, and 
with better results than by using 
etrychnine. Many little birds, which 
we need so badly, are killed each year 
by the use of strychnine.
